L Claims 1-3 and 13-15, drawn to a bag having a corsage disposed therein and 
method of making the bag, classified in class 53, subclass 473. 

II. Claims 4-6 and 16-18, drawn to a bag having a corsage disposed therein and the 
method of making the bag, classified in class 53. 

III. Claims 7-9 and 19-21, drawn to a bag having a corsage disposed therein and the 
method of making the bag, classified in class 53. 

IV. Claims 10-12 and 22-24, drawn to a bag having a corsage disposed therein and 
the method of making the bag, classified in class 53.
